Born December 5, 1901 in Chicago, Illinois, Disney was raised on a 
Midwestern farm in Missouri, and in Kansas City, where he was able to 
acquire some rudimentary (1) from correspondence 
courses and Saturday (2) classes.

China's unmanned spacecraft Shenzhou-8 is expected to perform 

China's first space docking with Tiangong-1, or Heavenly Palace-1, a 

space lab that was launched in September, Xinhua news agency reported.

Commander-in-chief of China’s manned space program Chang Wanquan 
announced early Tuesday that the launch of Shenzhou-8 unmanned 
spacecraft is successful. The spacecraft was successfully sent into the 
designated orbit after the blastoff at 5:58 a.m. at the Jiuquan Satellite 
Launch Center in northwestern desert area, carried by an upgraded Long 
March-2F rocket. It is heading to rendezvous with the Tiangong-l, or 
“Heavenly Palace-1” that was put into space on September 29 for the 
country’s first space docking. The docking, if successful, will pave the 
way for China to operate a permanent space station around 2020, and 
make the nation the world’s third to do so. The docking will happen 
within two days after the launch of the Shenzhou-8 at a height of 343 km 
above Earth’s surface. The spacecraft will return to Earth after two 
docking operations. 

China’s space projects have entered a stage of high-intensity 
development and launching, an aerospace expert in Jiuquan Satellite 
Launch Center said on Sunday. While preparation work for the launch of 
Shenzhou-8 is in its final stages, testing on another satellite 1s going on at 
the assembly and testing center, 1.5 kilometers away from the launch pad. 
China launched 15 rockets to send 20 satellites into space in 2010, 
comparable numbers to the United States and Russia, historically the 
world’s two most prolific launchers of spacecraft, according to Yuan 
Jiajun, deputy general manager of China Aerospace and Technology 
Corp.

Kids who live in the city are more likely to walk or bike to school, 
compared with children in rural areas, a new study finds. That active 
commute helps youngsters boost their daily physical activity and may help 
improve their health. 

The study followed more than 7, 600 Canadian schoolchildren aged 6 
to 16 who participated in the 1996 Canadian National Longitudinal Survey 
of Children and Youth, finding that those who lived in urban settings 
were 3.7 times more likely than rural kids to walk or bike to school 
instead of commuting by car, bus or public transportation. That may be 
because city kids tend to live closer to school than those in rural 
communities, the researchers said.

The authors, from the University of Montreal, also found that 
children from low-income families and those who were living with a single 
parent or with an older sibling were more likely to walk or bike to school 
than to use less active modes of transportation, perhaps in part because 
they lacked access to a car or because they were less likely to attend private 
schools located outside their neighborhoods. 

The study also found that active commuting increased after age 6, 
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peaking at around age 10. About 24% of kids walked or biked to school 
at age 6, while 35% of 10-year-olds did so. But by preteen and teenage 
years, that rate fell to 1596. That may be because older kids switch to 
schools that are farther away for middle and high school, making walking 
or biking impractical. 

The research suggests that making an active school commute safe and 
accessible for kids may help them get more exercise and could provide an 
affordable and easy way to improve their overall health. Interventions that 
may help include those that target neighborhood safety, improve 
neighborhood walkability features ( like crosswalks and sidewalks ), 
develop programs that encourage children to travel to school together or 
fund more schools in more neighborhoods. 

As child obesity continues to balloon, augmenting kids’ physical 
activity is becoming increasingly important. Thats true in all 
neighborhoods, but especially so in inner cities and other low-income 
areas, which typically have poor food environments — with more 
convenience stores offering fatty, sugary snacks and fewer grocery stores 
stocked with whole fruits, vegetables and meats — that encourage 
unhealthy eating and weight gain.

In the past, 
scientists thought that men are different from animals because they can 
think and learn. They now know that animals — dogs, rats, even 
birds, can learn, too. So they begin to see that men are different from 
animals because they can speak. Animals only make noises when they 
are frightened, or angry or unhappy. Apes can understand some things 
more quickly than humans; one or two have even learned a few 
words. But they are still different from us. They cannot join words and 
make sentences. They cannot think like us because they have no 
language. They can never think about the past or the future. Language 
is a wonderful thing. Man has been able to build a modern world 
because he has language. Every child can speak his own language very 
well when he is four or five — but no animal learns to speak. How do 
children learn? What happens when we speak? Scientists do not really 
know. 

Most animals are now kept in groups because it has been discovered 
that, like people, they are happier in the company of their fellows. It 
has been recognized also that keeping them happy enough to flourish is 
a difficult operation. Zoo directors and keepers have countless stories to 
tell about the problems. Some animals will not breed without a special 
diet; others must feel far from human presence, and others need large 
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spaces for their courtship dances. Some males insist on fighting to win 
their mate. With most animals, however, the breeding programs, 
which are the second concern of the zoos, work well enough to save 
some species from complete extinction.

Summer-born children are considerably less likely to attend top 
universities than pupils with autumn birthdays, according to research 
published today. The youngest children lag behind older classmates and 
struggle to properly catch up throughout compulsory education, it was 
revealed. Despite being given additional help by parents, those born in 
August are 20 per cent more likely to take vocational qualifications at 
college and a fifth less likely to attend an elite Russell Group university 


than those with September birthdays. The study — published by the 
Institute for Fiscal Studies — also lays bare the extent to which a child's 
date of birth influences their self-perception, social and emotional 
development and chances of being bullied at school. Ellen Greaves, IFS 
research economist and the report's author, said. "It is clear that the 
consequences of the month in which you were born extend beyond 
educational attainment. We find evidence that, particularly at younger 
ages, summer-born children are more likely to report being unhappy at 
school and to have experienced bullying than autumn-born children. " It 
compared children born in September — at the start of the academic 
year — to those with birthdays in August to gauge the effect that this had 
on a range of issues relating to education and personal wellbeing. Relative 
to peers with September birthdays, the study found that children born in 
August were; likely to achieve "substantially" lower scores in national 
achievement tests and other measures of cognitive skills; 20 per cent more 
likely to study for vocational qualifications if they stay on beyond the age 
of 16; 20 per cent less likely to attend a Russell Group university aged 
19; more likely to be regarded as below average by their teachers in 
reading, writing and math at age seven; more likely to exhibit lower 
social and emotional development; more likely to report being unhappy at 
school and twice as likely to report being bullied at the age of seven. The 
study said gaps in performance decreased as children grow up.

Researchers came to the conclusion that having two daughters is the 
key to a happy and harmonious family life after examining the lives of 
families with different combinations of children, both male and female. 
The results show of all the variations, two girls make for the most 
harmonious family life as they are unlikely to fight, will play nicely and are 
generally a pleasure to be around. It also emerged two girls rarely annoy 
their parents, make limited noise, often confide in their parents and are 
unlikely to wind each other up or ignore each other. By contrast, 
doubling the number of daughters is likely to lead to a whole world of 
pain, the report found. Mums and dads with four girls turned. out to be 
the least happy with family life overall, with one in four of those 
admitting they were not 100 per cent happy with their lot — and one in 
three finding it hard to cope on a daily basis. Parents of four girls also 
admitted to having to cope with an average of four fights or arguments a 
day, the study of 2, 116 parents of children aged 16 and under revealed. 
The study looked into families with twelve different combinations of 
children, excluding only children but including everything from a brother 
and sister to four of the same sex. Mums and dads were asked to rank 
their children's behavior within the family unit based on a string of 
categories including ease of care, compatibility and overall behavior. Two 
girls scored highly in every category. They were "easy to reason" with, 
“helped around the house" and generally “liked each other". But mums 
and dads with four children of any gender found it harder, the results 
showed. Other difficult combinations of children include two boys and 
two girls, three girls and one boy, and three boys and one girl — 
although 62 per cent of parents with this combination would have exactly 
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the same number of children if they had their time again. Rightly or 
wrongly, many parents have a set idea about the combination of children 
that would make up their ideal family unit. Every child is a blessing and 
there are lots of things parents can do to ensure family life 1s as harmonious 
as possible. Making sure quality time 1s spent with all children, reminding 
them how lucky they are to have siblings and creating family rituals such as 
eating and playing together can all help everyone to get the most out of

Swimming is an important skill for any child to learn. There are a 
wide variety of benefits that come from acquiring the ability to swim. 
Safety, confidence, friends, competition and the ability to be exposed to 
new experiences are all solid reasons to have your child to learn how to 
swim. 

Safety 

Swimming is a valuable survival skill. Your child's safety is a major 
reason to enroll her in swim lessons, or teach her how to swim yourself if 
you are capable of doing so. There are various situations in which 
knowing how to swim could potentially save her life. For example, if 
your child were to fall into an unattended pool or out of a boat, being 
able to swim could help her to keep her head above water. 

Confidence 

One of the best ways to improve a child's confidence is to allow him 
the opportunity to learn and develop new skills. Swimming is a skill that 
can instill a sense of confidence in children. Once a child starts seeing 
improvement in his swimming abilities, it will enable him to feel good 
about his accomplishments, even if he does not consciously realize the 
boost in self-esteem.

This gives her more time 
and chances to socialize with other children and develop important social 
skills. 
Competition 

An opportunity that is presented to a child who knows to swim, 
versus one who doesn't, is the chance to join a swim team. By joining a 
swim team, a child will be able to maintain a healthy body with the 
exercise he will receive as part of the team. Additionally, being a part of a 
swim team can lead to the forging of friendships and further development 
of social skills. These opportunities will be opened if the child has already 
learned the basic fundamentals of swimming and illustrates a desire to try 
being a part of a youth swim team. 
New Experiences 

A child who has developed the ability to swim can become exposed 
to new experiences without the need for parental concern. As an 
example, if a child is presented with the opportunity to go on a boat ride 
with a friend’s family, a parent will feel more comfortable giving 
permission if the child is a capable swimmer and can handle himself in the 
water.

Born December 5, 1901 in Chicago, Illinois, Disney was raised on 
a Midwestern farm in Missouri, and in Kansas City, where he was able to 
acquire some rudimentary art instruction from correspondence courses and 
Saturday museum classes. He would later use many of the animals and 
characters that he knew from that Missouri farm in his cartoons. 

He dropped out of high school at the age of 17 to serve in World 
War I. After serving briefly overseas as an ambulance driver, Disney 
returned in 1919 to Kansas City for an apprenticeship as a commercial 
illustrator and later made primitive animated advertising cartoons. By 
1922, he had set up his own shop. 

Initial failure sent Disney to Hollywood in 1923, where in 
partnership with his loyal elder brother Roy, he managed to resume 
cartoon production. His first success came with the creation of Mickey 
Mouse in Steamboat Willie. Steamboat Willie was the first fully synchronized 
sound cartoon and featured Disney as the voice of a character first called 
“Mortimer Mouse.” Disney's wife, Lillian, suggested that Mickey 
sounded better and Disney agreed. 

Living frugally, he reinvested profits to make better pictures. His 
insistence on technical perfection and his unsurpassed gifts as story 
editor quickly pushed his firm ahead. The invention of such cartoon 
characters as Mickey Mouse, Donald Duck, Minnie, and Goofy 
combined with the daring and innovative use of music, sound, and 
folk material (as in The Three Little Pigs) made the Disney shorts of the 
1930s a phenomenon of worldwide success. This success led to the 
establishment of immensely profitable, Disney-controlled sidelines in 
advertising, publishing, and franchised goods, which helped shape 
popular taste for nearly 40 years. 

Disney rapidly expanded his studio facilities to include a training 
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school where a whole new generation of animators developed and made 
possible the production of the first feature-length cartoon, Snow White 
(1937). Other costly animated features followed, including Pinocchio, 
Bambi, and the celebrated musical experiment Fantasia. With Seal Island 
(1948) , wildlife films became an additional source of income. 

In 1954, Disney successfully broke into television. By the time of his 
death, the Disney studio's output amounted to 21 full-length animated 
films, 493 short subjects, 47 live-action films, seven True-Life Adventure 
features, 330 hours of Mickey Mouse Club television programs, 78 half- 
hour Zorro television adventures, and 280 other television shows. 

On July 18, 1957, Disney opened Disneyland, a gigantic projection 
of his personal fantasies in Anaheim, California, which has proved the 
most successful amusement park in history with 6.7 million people visiting 
it by 1966. The idea for the park came to him after taking his children to 
other amusement parks and watching them have fun on amusement rides. 
He decided to build a park where the entire family could have fun 
together. In 1971, Disney World, in Orlando, Florida, opened. Since 
then, Disney theme parks have opened in Tokyo, Paris and Hong Kong.

You 
can see how the lens works if yóu ask someone to stand at a window 
and look into the distance and then to look at a spot on the window 
glas. You will be able to see his eye change shape slightly as he looks 
from one area to the other. The eyes, in fact, relax more if they are 
looking into the distance. Therefore, it is a good idea to look up now 
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and then if you are concentrating on some work close to your eyes.

Old age may not sound exciting. But recent findings offer good news 
for older people and for people worried about getting older. Researchers 


found that people become happier and experience less worry after they 
reach the age of 50. In fact, they say by the age of 85, people are 
happier with their life chan they were when they were 80 years old. 

The findings came from a survey of more than 340, 000 adults in the 
United States. The Gallup Organization questioned them by telephone in 
2008. At that time, the people were between the ages of 80 and 85. The 
researchers asked questions about emotions like happiness, sadness and 
worry. They also asked about mental or emotional stress. Arthur Stone in 
the Department of Psychiatry and Behavioral Science at Stony Brook 
University in New York led the study. His team found that levels of stress 
were highest among adults between the ages of 22 and 25. The findings 
showed that stress levels dropped sharply after people reached their 50s. 
Happiness was highest among the. youngest adults and those in their early 
70s. The people least likely to report feeling negative emotions were those 
in their 70s and 80s. 

The study also showed that men and women have similar emotional 
patterns as they grow older. However, women at all ages reported more 
sadness, stress and worry than men. The findings appeared in the 
Proceedings of the National Academy of Sciences. Researchers say they 
do not know why happiness increases as people get older. One theory 1s 
that, as people grow older, they grow more thankful for what they have 
and have better control of their emotions. They also spend less time 
thinking about bad experiences. Professor Stone says the emotional 
patterns could be linked to changes in how people see the world, or 
maybe even changes in brain chemistry. The researchers also considered 
possible influences like having young children, being unemployed or 
being single. But they found that influences like these did not affect the 
levels of happiness and well-being related to age.

The human digestive system is full of bacteria — mostly good 
bacteria. These organisms help break down food so the body can use the 
nutrients. Scientists are exploring the link between what kinds of bacteria 
live in our gut and what kinds of food we eat. Gary Wu from the 
University of Pennsylvania and other scientists did two studies. Mr. Wu 
says the studies looked for connections between the food that people ate 
and the kind of microbes living in their intestines. He says people with 
one kind of diet had very different bacteria than people who ate a different 
diet. In the second study, 10 volunteers took part in a so-called controlled 
feeding experiment. They had to change their normal diet. Yet their 
digestive bacteria remained much the same. This suggests that the mix of 
bacteria is based on long-term dietary patterns, not what people ate in 
recent days. Gary Wu thinks testing people's mix of intestinal bacteria 
might be a better way to measure their disease risk than asking about their 
diet. He says intestinal bacteria might even play a part in the development 
of disease. If so, this could lead scientists to new ways to help prevent 
diseases. It means that if you could switch the types of bacteria in your 
gut, perhaps you could influence the development of certain types of 
diseases — perhaps the types of diseases associated with western or more 
industrialized nations. Thats a little bit more speculative, but that's 
something that is certainly very much of interest in the field. 

The two studies are in the journal Science. The research may add to 
understanding of how diet affects health. Another recent study involving 
diet warned that obesity is increasing worldwide, but especial in the 
United States and Britain. The findings appeared in the Lancet medical 
journal. Worldwide, experts say 1.5 billion adults are overweight. 
Another half-bilhon are obese. At current rates, about half of all American 
adults could be obese by 2030. In Britain, obesity rates could reach 48% 
for men and 43% for women. Experts say the rise in obesity is likely to 
lead to an increase in cases of diabetes, heart disease, cancer and other 


conditions. Obesity is also on the rise among children.
